The Courts 
of 
Missouri 
to 
Cause “Law's Delay.” 
St. Louis, Mo., June 3.— The de­ 
cision of the United States Supreme 
Court in the case of H. Clay Pierce, 
who is wanted in Texas on a charge 
of false swearing, does not exhaust 
the defendants last resource before 
going back to the Lone Star State 
for trial, according to a prominent 
lawyer. 
Ile may apply to the State 
courts of Missouri for relief, and 
should the writ be granted he will 
not have to go back to Texas, 
Judge Priest, one of tile counsel of 
Mr. Pierce, stated that he would not 
give an expression on the question 
until he had seen the opinion of the 
I nited States Supreme Court in the 
matter. 
Mr. Pierce is under $10,000 bond 
to answer to the United States Cir­ 
cuit ( ourt of this city when the man­ 
date of the Supreme Court has been 
returned, and it will not be neces­ 
sary for Chief of Police Creecy to 
make an effort to apprehend him. 
lie must answer to the bond, and 
at that time Chief Creeey will take 
charge of him. 
Should a writ he served upon the 
C hief from the State courts another 
delay would follow in the extradition 
of Mr. Pierce. 
The trial would be 
had, and should it he decided against 
the oil magnate an appeal could be 
taken in the Supreme Court of Mis­ 
souri. 
In the present crowded con­ 
dition of the docket of the Supremo 
( ourt it might be a year before a 
final adjudication of tile ease could 
be had.

Last Scenes In the Record Breaking 
Sixtieth Session. 
Final F ili­ 
buster Proves a Failure. 


Washington, June I. — The first 
session of the Sixtieth Congress ad­ 
journed 
shortly 
before 
midflight 
Saturday night. 
The Senate quit 
business at 11:50 and the House at 
l l :52. 
The second session will con­ 
vene Monday, December 7, at noon. 
Saturday, while the rest of the 
country was engaged in strewing flow­ 
ers on the graves of its beloved dead, 
the Congress of the United States, 
or at least the Senate part of it’, was 
occupied in one of the most bitter 
fights that has ever marked the close 
of a session. 
The contest was over 
the adoption of the Aldrich-Vreeland 
currency bill, which the Republicans 
believe will prevent the possibility of 
the recurrence of such a panicky con­ 
dition as occurred last fall. The bill 
was finally passed by a vote of 43 
to 22, and is now a law. 
The Democrats had decided in a 
party conference that they would al­ 
low the Republicans to assume the 
responsibility for the parentage of 
the bill and that they would express 
Iii sir position bv a speech and vote 
without resorting to unusual meth­ 
ods to delay tile taking of the vote. 
This plan did not suit Senator La 
Follette, the Republican insurgent 
from Wisconsin, and Friday he start­ 
ed a filibuster in the hope of defeat­ 
ing the measure.

THEEFFETE EAST SCARED 


Influx of Farmers to Texas May In­ 


crease Cotton Crop. 


Press dispatches bring report that 
Texas, because of its territory the 
greatest of Hie agricultural States, 
is on the threshold of a farming 
boom, which means the prospective 
cultivation of thousands more of its 
productive acres. 
Two causes are given for this ag­ 
ricultural spurt in the Lone Star 
State. 
The financial stringency has 
operated to make many small busi­ 
nesses unprofitable, hence many en­ 
gaged in them are turning to the 
soil as a means of livelihood. Then, 
again, many Kentuckians, who have 
suffered as a result of tile night raids 
in the tobacco districts, have moved 
to Texas, where life is more peaceful 
and land is equally productive. 
It matters not that Texas lands 
which a few years ago sold at $3 and 
$5 an acre now bring easily $15 and 
$25; they are being bought up eager­ 
ly, and they are still considerably 
cheaper, it is said, til an lands in the 
North and Middle West. 
All 
of 
which, 
unquestionably, 
looks and sounds very well for Texas, 
but in this boom other sections of 
the South will, no doubt, find a pos­ 
itive menace. 
The great natural crop of Texas 
is cotton. There it grows more free­ 
ly and, barring the ravages of the 
boll weevil and unfavorable seasons, 
more abundantly than iii any other 
section of the South, with the pos­ 
sible exception of the small area in 
what is known as the Mississippi 
Delta country. 
Will not this influx of homeseek- 
ers mean an increased cotton crop 
from that State? 
This is the question which at once 
presents itself, and around which 
there will be centered fears and hopes 
as to the results of the coming sea­ 
son. 
It is possible many of these new 
residents in Texas will grow cot­ 
ton and equally so that many others 
will devote their attention to stock, 
grass and cereal crops. 
There is by 
no means any certainty, therefore, 
that the movement will add material­ 
ly to the 1908 cotton crop. 
But, considering the possibility of 
it, at once it becomes another force­ 
ful argument in behalf of the prac­ 
tice of those principles of the Farm ­ 
ers’ Union, which demand the reduc­ 
tion of acreage and the growing of 
home supplies. 
These are matters which should 
command the thought and action of 
every farmer, regardless of condi­ 
tions elsewhere; but when these con­ 
ditions are such as to indicate the 
probability of acreage increase, as iii 
the case of Texas, it becomes at once 
imperative that the producer should 
act for his own protection. 
There is one distinct advantage 
about devoting some of Hie time and 
acreage formerly given to cotton to 
the growing of home supplies, such 
as cattle, hay and cereals, and that 
is no possible loss to the producer is 
involved, and there is always pros­ 
pects of a very much laager gain. 
This is one tiling the individual 
farmer should think about, for he 
can, with prospect of profit, act whol­ 
ly independent of what his neighbor 
may do.—Atlanta Constitution.

from Brownsville to Bay City, a dis- 


j tance of 284 miles, in fourteen 
i hours. 
Four years ago forty-eight 


i hours were required to cover the 150 
I miles between this city and Browns­ 
ville. 
The Brownsville road,’ as it 
is popularly known, has made South­ 
west Texas. 
Moreover, it has made 
Corpus Christi. 
And the full de­ 
velopment of that magnificent sec­ 
tion contiguous to the railroad will 
do more than any other agency to 
build up a great city here.”

H er resources and 
ability to rise above adverse condi­ 
tions and come out with a good show­ 
ing is without limit, and her people 
and soil are hard to sidetrack from 
a fair and just return to all who 
put forth the proper effort.

at this time the prospect for a good 
crop has the appearance of being a 
little handicapped, but who can tell? 
In a few weeks the chances are tho 
face of the country will be wondrous­ 
ly and happily changed. That great 
fife promoter, which sits in the heav­ 
ens each day as a monitor, guiding 
for good, under his genial and life­ 
giving warmth the ragged and storm- 
beaten crops will take on new life 
and promise. 
All things come to 
him who makes provision for their 
coming. 
The farmer plants in hope, 
trusts^in hope and, supplemented by 
a liberal share of judicious labor and 
good judgment, usually realizes on 
the home stretch of the year a satis­ 
factory and profitable reward.— Sui* 
pliur Springs Gazette. 


A Tenant Who Won Out. 
Collin county planters are branch­ 
ing off into the culture of onions 
quite extensively. They are making 
money out of the experiment too. We 
heard a good story told on a land 
owner of that county. The tenant on 
his farm desired to plant a few acres 
in onions, but the owner refused to 
listen to the request, notwithstand­ 
ing the tenant agreed to the one- 
fourth plan. Finally the tenant said 
he was determined to 
plant some 
onions and sub-rented four acres for 
the purpose from the land owner, a 
price 
of 
$5 
an acre having been 
agreed on. He planted the four acres 
in 
onions 
and 
after selling same 
found he had made a net profit of 
over $600 from the experiment. 
He 
paid the owner $20 for the use of the 
land, and you can imagine the feel­ 
ings of the owner when he learned 
of the success of the venture. This 
story teaches a wholesome lesson and 
if our planters would take heed they 
would soon see the great advantage 
of 
the 
diversity of crops.—Wolfe 
City Sun.

Dairymen Writes. 


Texas 


The success of last year’s butter 
shows having been 
so pronounced, 
and the good derived by exhibitors 
having been so evident,, the Texas 
Dairym en’s Association 
lins 
been 
able to enlist the eo-operation of both 
the State Fair at Dallas and the In ­ 
ternational Fair at San Antonio in 
greater dairy shows for Texas.. The 
management 
of 
both 
fairs 
have 
shown a lively intercut in tire hold­ 
ing of these shows and have given 
material assistance in the continua­ 
tion of the same through the liberal 
appropriation of money for their 
support. The dairy interests of Tex­ 
as may well be proud that the dairy 
shows in the State have assumed a 
permanent place on the list of fea­ 
tures for the entertainment for these 
two great educational institutions. 
Nothing can do more good towards 
establishing a standard among the 
dairies and creameries of Texas with 
reference to their butter output than 
the holding of these annual dairy 
shows. Judges of recognized author­ 
ity will again he secured to score the 
entries, point out the defects in 
workmanship, and make suggestions 
for the improvement of the same. 
This opportunity is one which is not 
at the door of every State, and it 
certainly should be taken advantage 
of by Texas dairymen and creamery- 
men. 
A new feature of the show is that 
of a working creamery in connection 
with the dairy exhibit. 
Here butter 
will be made by an expert every day 
during the F air (except Sundays). 
He will 
demonstrate 
the 
use of 
‘'starte rs/’ acid tests, butter fat tests, 
and will be on hand at all times to 
answer questions with reference to 
practical butter making. 
The equip­ 
ment of the creamery will consist of 
a "starter can, 
washing outfits, etc., necessary in a 
creamery plant and 
is 
provided 
strictly as an educational feature to 
the dairymen of Texas, and as a m at­ 
ter of general information to the 


worth reading. 
Toad it and remem 
her their teachings-: 
“J w a n t/’ said Colonel Milner, “ to 
p u t'all the emphasis possible on the 
fact that every fellow in Texas not 
already in possession of a home ought 
to go right now and buy one.

There is no man in Texas in a 
position to know better what he is 
talking about than Colonel Milner, 
and no one who feels a deeper in­ 
terest in tim struggling poor of our 
State. 
Colonel Milner is not a poli­ 
tician, but a plain man of the peo­ 
ple, and having been honored bv 
them, bo bas never failed to make 
good. 
Hence loving Texas as only 
one who bas been identified with
